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The  world  read  with  amazement  last  I'rlda)’ 

the  announeement  In  the  morning  papers  that 
there  had  been  a  revolution  In  Russia  and  the 
Czar  forced  to  abdicate,  his  youngest  brother 
being  made  regent.  This  has  been  approaching 
since  the  efforts  of  the  Csar  to  dissolve  the 
Duma  and  discourage  its  participation  In  the 
government.  It  was  further  fomented  by  the 
apparent  sympathy  of  many  of  the  rulers  with 
Germany  and  the  slack  and  possibly  dishonest 
conduct  of  the  war.  It  was  Anally  precipitated 
by  the  bread  riots  in  Petrograd.  The  sudden¬ 
ness  and  unexpectedness  of  It  was  such  as  to 
make  one  wonder  if  it  was  an  April  first  story. 
It  may  be  the  beginning  of  what  many  have 
been  predicting,  namely,  that  this  world  war 
would  result  In  the  rule  of  the  people  and  the 
overthrow  of  privileged  classes.  Work  of  this 
sort  goes  on  under  the  cover  and  then  appears 
with  a  suddenness  that  Is  startling.  God  must 
surely  purpose  to  bring  some  great  and  universal 
good  out  of  this  fearful  condition  that  has  come 
upon  the  world.  Are  the  hearts  of  men  turning 
to  Him  In  this  hour  of  uncertainty  and  peril?

This  recalls  the  word  of  Jesus  con¬ 
cerning  the  reward  to  those  who  give  a  cup  of 
cold  water  to  a  disciple,  or  receiving  one  be¬ 
cause  he  Is  a  prophet,  or  preacher  of  the  gos¬ 
pel.  If  people  realized  that  to  support  a  mis¬ 
sionary  is  to  be  rewarded  equally  with  him. 
there  would  be  less  lagging  In  our  mission  work. 
Many  of  our  men  ought  to  pay  the  salaries  of  a 
missionary,  and  thus  share  in  the  furtherance 
ot  the  gospel.  Let  our  offerings  be  proportion¬ 
ate  to  the  gifts  of  the  missionary's  time.  It  was 
by  gifts  of  material  support  that  Paul  was  helped 
to  do  his  work.  It  la  God's  plan  to  give  every 
one  of  His  children  a  share  In  the  work  of  sav¬ 
ing  the  world.  Your  gifts  at  this  season  will 
determine  the  plans  and  extent  of  mission  work, 
and  the  number  saved  hereafter.

AT  PONTOTOC,  MARCH  13-15,  1917  I 


Full  of  surprises  was  the  meeting  at  Pon¬ 
totoc  Some  of  us  were  prepared  to  see  a 
small  attendance  because  the  place  was  sup¬ 
posed  to  be  somewhat  remote  and  inacces¬ 
sible.  But  when  we  drew  up  at  the  church 
on  Tuesday  night  all  fears  vanished.  By 
the  opening  two  hundred  people  had  come 
in  and  before  we  had  gone  far  the  crowd  was 
away  beyond  anybody’s  calculation.  The 
pasjor  and  committee  handled  the  crowd  ad¬ 
mirably  The  thunder  storm  at  the  opening 
hour  didn't  disturb  the  meeting,  for  the  room 
was  full  in  spite  of  a  heavy  rain.  The  electric 
lights  »  ere  put  out  of  commission  for  a  short 
while,  but  things  moved  right  on  as  if  that 
was  a  part  of  the  program.  The  singing  was 
cheery  and  spiritual.  The  one  scheduled  for 
the  welcoming  address  and  the  one  for  the 
response  were  not  on  hand,  but  Pastor  Hol¬ 
comb  and  Dr.  I>awrence  spoke  as  if  they  had 
made  a  month's  preparation,  only  possibly 
better  and  briefer.  Dr.  P.  I.  Lipsey  was  in¬ 
stalled  as  presiding  officer  arid  then  came 
the  sermon  by  Dr.  II.  L.  NVinburn,  pastor  of 
Walnut  street  church,  Louisville,  Ky.  It 
was  a  message  that  plumbed  the  line  fitting 
the  purpose  of  the  meeting,  on  the  text, 
‘'Workers  together  with  God.”  So  simple, 
direct  and  forceful,  taking  the  natural  di¬ 
visions:  (1)  “Workers,”  showing  the  dig¬ 
nity  and  value  of  labor;  (2)  “together,” 
showing  the  necessity  and  effectiveness  of 
co-operation  in  all  work,  especially  Christian 
service;  (3)  “with  God,”  making  God  our 
partner  and  us  His  in  the  great  enterprises 
of  His  kingdom.  Ix>ok8  like  anybody  could 
preach  it.  Try  it. 

The  people  were  taken  to  hospitable  homes 
of  every  faith,  all  over  this  vigorous  little 
city;  not  before  they  had  expressed  their 
admiration  for  this  beautiful  church  build¬ 
ing,  so  admirably  suited  to  the  King’s  bus¬ 
iness  Wednesday  morning  witnessed  a 
transformation  in  the  weather,  a  beautiful 
day  following  the  stormy  night,  bringing 
out  a  great  crowd  to  the  morning  meetings. 
Here  the  limitations  of  a  reporter  come  into 
evidence,  for  when  there  are  two  meetings 
at  one  time,  only  one  can  be  visited.  The 
It.  Y.  P.  U.  section  met  at  the  Methodist 
church  an.]  "they  say”  it  was  a  great  meet¬ 
ing  The  Sunday  School  section  met  at  the 
Baptist  church.  Dr.  J.  Benj.  Lawrence  spoke 
of  the  Sunday  School  as  a  factor  in  our  de¬ 
nominational  life.  He  fitted  his  subject  and 
knew  how  to  fit  it  to  the  crowd  and  the 
needs. 

I)r.  Wiley,  of  Oklahoma,  being  absent,  the 
remainder  of  the  hour  was  given  our  new 
man,  W.  A.  Chisholm  on  “Problems  in  Adult 
\t>rk  ”  and  a  “  Demonstrafum  of  Primary 
Work”  by  Miss  Minnie  Brown.  Brother 
Chisholm  spoke  of  the  work  of  the  eight 
class  officers.  He  put  stress  upon:  (1)  Per¬ 
sonality,  (2)  enthusiasm,  (3)  loyalty,  and 
(4)  organising  spirit.  He  said  the  Meth¬ 


odists  were  not  the  only  people  who  had 
“quarterly  meetings,”  that  the  classes  that 
carried  the  Sunday  School  quarterly  were 
also  guilty.  In  the  questionaire  which  fol¬ 
lowed,  he  recommended  the  buying  of  books 
on  Sunday  School  work,  for  .valuable  sug¬ 
gestions  and  inspiration,  and  visiting  the 
’  people  to  awakening  enthusiasm. 

Miss  Minnie  Brown,  in  charge  of  the  pri¬ 
mary  department  at  Pontotoc,  gave  a  most 
instructive  demonstration  of  her  work  by 
bringing  in  the  children  and  carrying 
through  their  program  and  drill.  She  had 
the  preachers  wondering  if  they  could  do 
all  that  the  little  fellows  did,  in  quoting  the 
Scriptures  and  naming  the  books  of  the 
Bible.  We  are  sorry  for  the  folks  at  Ponto¬ 
toc  for  they  stand  a  mighty  good  chance  to 
lose  the  superintendent  of  the  primary  de¬ 
partment,  who  is  one  of  the  most  capable 
women  in  the  State  and  will  be  in  demand 
for  that  special  work  in  a  larger  field. 

Brother  O.  P.  Estes  suits  the  music  to  the 
occasion  and  sings  with  the  spirit  and  with 
the  understanding  also.  It  was  every  way 
good  to  have  him  lead  the  music.  The  whole 
convention  including  visitors  came  together 
in  a  great  congregation  at  11  o’clock  to  hear 
the  sermon  by  Dr.  Winburn.  By  this  time 
the  attendance  had  passed  all  precedents  and 
went  beyond  the  last  meeting  of  the  State 
Convention.  The  sermon  was  on  “Withered 
Hands,”  a  splendid  exposition  of  the  healing 
of  the  man  in  the  synagogue.  It  showed  how 
hands  become  withered  and  how  they  may 
become  strong  and  serviceable. 

The  afternoon  was  given  to  B.  Y.  P.  U. 
work,  W.  E.  Holcomb,  presiding.  Reports 
were  made  by  representatives  of  B.  Y.  P.  U’s 
in  close  touch  with  college  life,  by  Messrs. 
Palmer  and  Fortenberry  of  Clinton;  Carter, 
of  Newton ;  Ballard,  of  Blue  Mountain ;  Pres¬ 
ident  Johnson,  of  Hattiesburg,  and  Superin¬ 
tendent  Carter,  of  the  Orphanage.  Then  the 
A-l  Unions  reported  through  Misses  Pack, 
of  Hattiesburg,  and  Horton,  of  Holly 
Springs;  Mesdames  Walker,  of  Laurel,  and 
Bow,  of  Meridian,  and  a  brother  from  Ecru. 
The  Laurel  City  Union  reported  through  Bro¬ 
ther  Walters.  Beside  these  there  are  A-l 
Unions  at  Oak  Grove,  Pine  Grove,  West 
Laurel,  Wausau,  South  Side  Meridian,  Tu¬ 
pelo  and  Oxford.  Then  came  reports  from 
other  Unions  at  Vicksburg,  Jackson,  Durant. 
Winona,  Pontotoc,  Alexandria,  Brookhaven, 
New  Albany,  Meridian,  Myrtle  and  Newton. 
The  time  expired  before  others  could  speak, 
but  fifty  unions  were  represented  from  evry 
part  of  the  State.  The  speakers  were  lim¬ 
ited  to  three  minutes. 

Pastor  W.  E.  Farr,  of  Blue  Mountain, 
spoke  on  the  place  of  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  in  Bap¬ 
tist  schools.  He  spoke  of  the  place  and  prin¬ 
ciples  of  Baptists,  including  Roger  Williams, 
the  first  constitutional  amendment,  attrib¬ 
uted  to  Baptists,  the  origin  of  public  schools 


accredited  to  Baptists.  William  Carey,  Sam 
Houston  the  Baptist,  Vassar  CoHege,  Brown 
University.  Baptists  have  been  pioneers  in 
the  past  and  are  so  today  in  methods  of 
training.  This  is  the  work  of  the  B.  Y.  P 
U.  He  showed  that  more  are  dying  today 
without  Christ  than  are  being  killed  in  the 
European  war. 

One  of  the  most  practical  speeches  of  the 
convention  was  made  by  Pastor  Morgan,  of 
Brookhaven,  who  w  as  introduced  as  in  every 
w'ay  a  giant  and  spoke  on  “The  Pastor  and 
the  B.  Y.  P.  U.”  He  said  this  organization 
was  not  simply  to  give  them  something  to  do, 
but  to  furnish  a  worthy  objective,  not  for  the 
employment  of  their  surplus  energies  but  to 
accomplish  results  in  others.  The  pastor 
must  be  to  the  young  people  their  ideal  of 
sympathetic  information  and  devoted  ener¬ 
gy.  He  must  be  a  leader  in  every  depart 
meut  of  church  life.  He  must  have  an  ideal 
and  direct  their  energies,  must  be  resource 
ful,  uirteasing  and  untiring.  Churches  and 
pastors  are  too  comfortable.  The  reason  we 
don’t  lead  is  that  we  don’t  stay  in  front. 
The  B.  Y.  P.  U.  should  have  no  dues,  but  be 
supported  by  the  church  and  should  individ- 
nally  support  the  church  budget  and  in  every 
way  be  an  essential  part  of  the  church  life. 
The  pastor  must  be  an  interpreter  and  ad¬ 
vocate  of  the  church’s  mission.  The  young 
people  take  their  work  seriously.  The  prayer 
meeting  of  the  Brookhaven  church  was  this 
week  conducted  by  the  Junior  B.  Y.  P.  U. 

Then  there  followed  a  demonstration  by 
the  Junior  B.  Y.  P.  U.,  of  Tupelo,  conducted 
by  Mrs.  Cloar.  There  were  twenty-three  of 
them  and  they  went  through  the  program  of 
last  Sunday  from  start  to  finish.  It  was 
well  done  and  several  times  elicited  applause 
from  the  congregation.  Like  Miss  Brown’s 
primary  department,  they  seemed  to  have 
songs  made  to  order  which  were  sung  to 
popular  melodies.  This  only  goes  to  show 
how  it  can  be  done  when  there  is  somebody 
behind  it. 

Wednesday  Night. 

Here  the  program  had  to  be  re-arranged, 
and  it  was  done  without  a  moment’s  delay 
or  disappointment.  Dr.  Winburn  had  been 
called  away  and  I)r.  Wiley  did  not  arrive, 
but  the  committee  substituted  President  J. 
L.  Johnson,  of  the  Woman’s  College,  and 
Secretary  J.  B.  Lawrence  preached.  Presi¬ 
dent  Johnson  spoke  of  the  Sunday  School 
teachers’  training  course  in  our  colleges,  il¬ 
lustrating  it  from  his  experience  at  the 
Woman’s  College,  where  in  four  years  the 
eight  books  are  studied  and  a  blue  seal  di¬ 
ploma  is  a  necessary  condition  to  graduation 
in  the  college.  Dr.  I  Lawrence’s  sermon  was 
described  as  logic  on  fire  from  the  text,  “Be 
strong  in  the  Ixird  and  the  power  of  His 
might.” 

Thursday  morning  the  two  sections  had 
separate  meetings  and  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  di¬ 
vision  had  among  other  good  speakers  Mr 
Arthur  Flake,  who  looks  after  this  depart 
ment  of  work  for  the  Sunday  School  Board, 
at  Nashville.  In  the  other  section.  Dr.  Kim¬ 
brough,  of  Vicksburg,  made  an  excellent 
talk  on  “The  Spiritual  Equipment.” 

Then  Brother  W.  L.  Pack,  superintendent 
of  the  great  Sunday  School  at  First  church. 
Hattiesburg,  made  a  talk.  He  has  a  well

series  of  charts.  It  was  an  eye-opener.  Bro¬ 
ther  Pack  keeps  himself  alive  by  the  reading 
of  invigorating  books  in  his  line  every  year. 
He  showed  how  every  department  may  be 
provided  for  even  in  a  one-room  church, 
where  that  is  all  that  can  be  had 

Mr.  Herman  Dean,  a  wide-awake  lawyer 
and  department  superintendent,  of  Brook- 
haven,  showed  how  to  Recure  teacher  train¬ 
ing.  He  said  it  could  be  done  even  if  you 
had  to  use  tbs  arts  and  methods  of  giving 
a  child  medicine.  He  had  used  the  teaching 
hour  in  Sunday  School  and  then  having 
classes  in  a  Rection  of  the  town  with  in¬ 
creasingly  good  results.  Mr.  A.  K.  God- 
bold,  superintendent  of  PirRt  McComb,  spoke 
of  the  program  for  Sunday  morning.  Begin 
a  month  ahead,  or  two  weeks  at  least.  Give 
your  young  men  a  chance  to  talk,  put  prayer 
on  it  and  in  it.  Give  everybody  some  part, 
select  songs  wisely  beforehand,  begin  on 
time,  don’t  drag. 

When  10:30  came,  the  big  house  was  full 
again  and  three  socialists  held  the  floor 
and  the  attention  of  everybody.  Brethren 
W.  E.  Holcomb  and  W.  A.  Chisholm  spoke 
of  the  Baptist  program.  This  meant  the  or¬ 
ganization  of  workers’  conventions  in  every 
association  or  county,  and  of  beat  conven¬ 
tions  and  of  Sunday  Schools  in  every  church 
not  having  them  and  in  every  community 
where  there  arc  none.  Much  of  this  work 
has  been  done  but  a  good  deal  remains  to  be 
done  and  this  will  be  Brother  Chisholm’s 
specialty.  Brother  Tull  showed  how  the 
lack  of  a  financial  plan  is  the  weak  point  in 
our  church  work  and  how  it  may  be  corrected 
by  working  the  budget  properly.  Get  him 
to  come  and  show  your  folkB  how  it  is  done 

Thursday  afternoon  was  the  time  for  re¬ 
ports.  They  were  legion  in  number,  variety 
and  buoyancy.  First  came  those  who  had 
taken  the  post-graduate  work  in  teacher 
training  and  hold  the  gold  seal  diploma.

Then  there  were  listed  those  who 
had  taken  the  eight  books  and  had  a  blue 
seal  diploma,  then  those  who  had  the  di¬ 
ploma  for  the  first  book.  It  was  a  fine 
bunch.  Then  there  were  reports  from  Sun¬ 
day  Schools  that  were  A-l  and  those  that 
were  near  A-l.  It  was  enough  to  awaken 
ambition  and  make  everybody  wish  that  all 
the  folks  back  homo  were  here.  H.  L.  Watts 
made  special  report  for  Winona  which  has 
been  A-l  for  nine  years.  Dr.  B.  G.  Ixiwrey 
made  report  for  Mississippi  College  for 
which  he  is  doing  excellent  service. 

The  closing  address  of  the  afternoon  was 
by  Rev.  J.  J.  Cloar,  pastor  at  Tupelo,  and 
it  was  a  joy  to  hear  a  man  speak  out  of  his 
heart  full  of  conviction  of  truth  and  the 
Spirit  of  Christ.  Ilis  subject  was  “The  Pas¬ 
tor  and  the  Sunday  School."  lie  said  the 
pastor  must  believe  in  it,  recognize  it  as  the 
most  intimate  friend,  his  companion  in  the 
organizing  of  the  kingdom  He  must  know 
his  teaching  force.  A  mistake  here  is  fatal. 
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The  teachers  must  know  Jesus,  they  must 
know  the  doctrine,  must  know  and -believe 
in  God’s  Book,  must  know  the  material,  the 
children  whom  they  teach,  recognize  the  vi¬ 
tal  force  in  boys.  The  teacher  must  start 
in  with  a  full  head  of  steam.  They  must 
bring  ‘.heir  pupils  to  Jesus  The  test  of  his

In  the  business  session  which  followed, 
Mr.  H.  L.  Watts,  as  chairman  of  the  nomi¬ 
nating  committee,  reported  Kosciusko  as  the 
next  pjaee  of  meeting;  time,  March  13-15;

THE  PRINCIPLE  UNDERLYING  OUR 
MISSION  WORK 

You  close  the  paragraph,  referring  to  my 
suggestion  about  eliminating  our  Home  Mis¬ 
sion  Board,  with  a  very  significant  question, 
and  I  want  to  thank  you  for  it — “But,  if 
this  principle  were  the  one  on  which  we 
worked,  would  it  not  do  away  with  the  For¬ 
eign  Board  and  all  other  boardsT” 

Seriously,  I  think  it  is  generally  under¬ 
stood  to  be  the  desire  of  every  redeemed  soul, 
devoutly  desired,-  that  we  may  reach  the 
day,  that  great  and  glorious  day  of  mission¬ 
ary  achievement,  when  we  will  not' even  need 
the  Foreign  Mission  Board  to  carry  on  the 
work  of  the  kingdom — and,  I  do  not  belong 
to  that  little  group  of  millenialists,  who 
think  that  this  is  “the  Saturday  evening  of 
time,"  and  Christ  is  ready  to  come  to  organ¬ 
ize  a  great  evangelistic  campaign  of  a  thous¬ 
and  years  to  do  by  a  so-called  second  coming 
what  His  first  coming  failed  to  do  —  not 
much,  I  don’t. 

When  the  day  comes,  as  I  am  expecting  to 
see,  when  the  work  of  our  Foreign  Mission 
Board  is  being  done,  so  to  speak  by  State 
and  Home  Mission  Boards,  on  our  foreign 
fields,  just  as  the  work  first  mapped  out  to 
be  done  by  our  Home  Mission  Board,  is  be¬ 
ing  done,  at  home,  by  the  several  mission 
boards;  when  that  day  comes,  as  come  it 
will,  we  trust,  of  course,  we  will  not  need 


our  Foreign  Mission  Board,  and  we  can,  w# 
must  discontinue  it. 

The  deep,  broad  principle  underlying  ou t 
mission  work,  which  you  invoke,  woold  pei> 
emptorily  demand,  does  demand  the  discon¬ 
tinuance  of  snv  and  all  agencies  when  tin  r 
work  is  accomplished  either  by  themaeh<* 
or  some  other  agency.  I  claim,  after  nnu-h 
study  of  the  question,  that  we  have  just 
about  reached  the  point  of  development  ■* 
our  State  mission  work,  when  by  a  little  re¬ 
adjustment,  which  our  several  state  board* 
are  abundantly  able  to  do,  we  can  carry  <>o 
all  our  work  with  increasing  efficiency,  let¬ 
ting  no  part  of  it  suffer  anywhere  for  tbs 
lack  Of  support,  without  the  f 

the  Home  Mission  Board ;  and,  if  wr  have, 
there  is  only  one  thing  to  do — discontinue 
that  board. 

To  put  it  concretely:  What  use  has  Mis¬ 
sissippi  for  tha  services  of  the  Home  Board  t 
Last  year  Mississippi  gave  the  Home  Board 
♦24,071.32;  of  this  amount,  the  Home  Board 
gave  back  to  Mississippi,  $5,598.33.  Doe* 
Mississippi  need  the  Home  Board  f  Surely 
not.  And  what  is  true  of  Mississippi  is  more 
or  less  true  of  all  the  state*  but  four,  the 
Home  Board  itself  being  the  judge.  Now, 
if  Mississippi  cannot,  in  co-operation  with 
the  other  states,  devise  a  way  to  use  that 
$5,598  33,  which  ahe  sends  to  Atlanta  only 
to  have  Atlanta  to  send  back  to  her,  then 
in  such  a  case,  it  is  not  the  services  of  the 
Home  Mission  Board  she  needs  so  much  as  it 
is — somebody  else;  and  “charity"  forbids 
my  calling  that  somebody  clae  by  name,  aa 
I  am  an  “exile." 

The  fact  of  the  business  is,  brother  editor, 
the  rapid  growth  of  our  State  mission  work, 
happily,  has  just  about  occupied  the  field 
of  the  Home  Board ;  und  nobody  ought  to  b« 
happier  than  the  Home  Board,  that  this  >a 
so.  It  ia  like  this:  From  my  window  I  can 
see,  in  the  distance,  the  remains  of  s  fine, 
old  saw  mill,  once  very  profitable  to  its  owu- 
era,  but  now  dismantled.  Whyf  What  wa* 
the  matter  that  they  should  tear  down  a 
saw  mill f  Well,  it  ia  a  short  story:  Mill* 
sprang  up  out  nearer  the  timber,  and  th* 
work  of  this  mill  passed  on  to  others,  and 
the  owners,  being  business  men.  shut  down. 
They  might  hsve  said,  “This  mill  has  done 
u  great- work  in  the  past;  we  will  keep  up 
steam,  hold  our  ‘hands’  together  as  a  ‘bond 
of  union,’  blow  the  whistle  and  ace  the  ma¬ 
chinery  run — and,  now  and  then  get  a  load 
of  logs  frofn  the  other  mills,  when  the  or¬ 
ders  crowd  them,  and  saw  some  more.”  I >0 
you  see  thd  application,  brother  editor!  If 
not.  call  iij  your  “office  boy;”  he  can  d* 
that  “stunt^”  I  am  sure.

l.ct  us  answer  the  second  question  first, 
as  that  helps  us  to  answer  the  first.  No 
■n  .  or  theology  is  settled  until 
that  is,  and  that  ought  to  enable  us  to  settle 
all  the  rest.  Yes;  we  believe  that  the  Bible 
is  true  from  beginning  to  end,  that  is,  from 
t  M-uesis  through  Revelation,  because  we  be¬ 
lieve  it  is  the  Word  of  God,  every  part  tff 
which  is  equally  and  fully  inspired  and  there¬ 
fore  infallible  and  authoritative.  There  is 
no  surer  thing  in  the  world  than  this  and 
we  thought  everybody  who  reads  The  Bap¬ 
tist  Record  knew  our  conviction.  'Believing 
this  first  is  the  reason  that  we  believe  in  the 
doctrine  of  sovereign,  eternal  election  of 
grace. 

The  Bible  teaches  that  “none  are  recipients 
of  salvation  except  the  elct.”  IleYe  are  its 
words.  “No  man  can  come  unto  me  except 
the  Father  that  sent  me  draw  him.”  “All 
that  whieh  the  Father  giveth  me  shall  come 
unto  me.”  “Every  oue  that  hath  heard 
from  the  Father,  and  hath  learned,  cometh 


unto  me.”  Jesus  said,  “Ye  have  not  chosen 
me  but  I  have  chosen  you  and  ordained 
you.”  Again,  He  said,  “No  one  knoweth 
the  Son  save  the  Father;  neither  doth  any 
know  the  Father,  save  the  Son  and  he  to 
whomsoever  the  Son  willeth  to  reval  Him.” 
This  is  in  the  same  chapter  (Mt.  11)  where 
lie  has  said,  “I  thank  Thee,  0  Father,  Lord 
of  heaven  and  earth,  that  Thou  didst  hide 
these  things  from  the  wise  and  understand¬ 
ing  and  didst  reval  them  unto  babes.”  Again 
in  this  same  chapter  lie  says  that  if  the 
same  opportunities  had  been  given  to  the 
people  of  Tyre  or  Sidon.  or  Sodom,  they 
would  have  repented.  But  they  were  not 
given  the  same  opportunity.  Every  man  who 
becomes  a  Christian  knows  that  the  initiative 
in  the  matter  was  with  God  and  not  with 
himself.  The  only  ground  of  anybody’s  sal¬ 
vation  was  in  the  purpose  of  God  who  work- 
eth  all  things  after  the  counsel  of  his  own 
will.  Let  it  be  remembered  that  it  is  an 
“election  of  grace,”  not  an  election  of  con¬ 
demnation.  There  are  human  conditions  of 
'  salvation,  as  faith  and  repentance.  But  the 
ground  of  our  salvation  is  in  God’s  purpose 
and  His  work  in  Christ. 

As  to  when  this  election  took  place,  this 
was  made  plain  in  the  previous  article  by 
quoting  from  the  first  chapter  of  Ephesians, 
“According  as  lie  chose  us  in  Him  before 
the  foundation  of  the  world.”  That  ought 
to  settle  the  matter  with  those  who  believe 
the  Bible.  There  are  other  Scriptures  which 
ipake  dear  individual  responsibility  and  the 
freedom  of  the  human  will.  It  is  our  part 
do  believe  and  accept  all  alike.  A  preacher 
soon  learns  that  “except  the  Lord  build  the 
house  they  labor  in  vain  who  build  it;”  that 
“it  is  not  by  might  nor  by  power,  but  by  my 
Spirit,  saith  the  Iiord.”  Better  have  the 
prayer  before  the  sermon.  “You  hath  He 
quickened  who  were  dead  through  your 
trespasses  and  sins.”  What  difference  does 
it  make  so  far  as  the  responsibility  for  the 
act  is  concerned  whether  the  purpose  and 
choosing  took  place  five  minutes  before  the 
quickening  or  in  eternity.  It  was  God  who 
did  it.  But  as  a  matter  of  fact  the  Word 
tells  that  it  was  “before  the  foundation  of 
the  world.” 

Now  and  then  somebody  who  thinks  more 
highly  of  his  own  will  and  standards  than 
the  will  of  God,  says,  “If  I  believed  that  the 
doctrine  of  election  was  taught  in  the  Bible, 
1  would  throw  the  whole  thing  overboard 
and  be  an  infidel.”  This  is  exactly,  what 
some  did  in  the  synagogue  at  Capernaum 
when  Jesus  taught  that  “no  man  could  come 
to  Him  except  it  be  given  him  of  the  Father.” 
They  said,  “This  is  a  hard  saying;  who  can 
hear  itt”  ■  And  it  was  said,  “Upon  this 
many  of  his  disciples  went  back  and  walked 
no  more  with  him.”  But  others,  like  Peter, 
are  ready  to  say,  “Lord,  to  whom  shall  we 
got  Thou  hast  the  words  of  eternal  life.” 

HUMOR  AND  RELIGION. 

A  group  of  preachers  a  few  days  ago  were 
set  to  thinking  by  the  prohibition  of  Paul 
against  jesting.  The  question  came  up  as 
to  the  propriety  of  a  Christian  indulging  in 
joking.  The  statement  in  Ephesians  that 


certain  forbidden  things  are  not  to  be  named 
among  them,  among  which  are  filthiness, 
foolish  talking  and  jesting  “which  are  not 
befitting.”  Does  this  put  indulgence  in  hu¬ 
mor  in  the  catalogue  of  forbidden  things! 
Or  is  it  that  certain  kinds  of  humor  are  pro¬ 
hibited,  or  that  excessive  employment  of  it 
is  condemned!  The  answer  to  this  is  likely 
to  depend  on  the  mental  composition  of  the 
one  answering,  how  much  or  what  sort  he 
has  in  his  own  make-up. 

The  other  things  condemned  in  this  con¬ 
nection  would  seem  to  throw  some  light  on 
the  character  of  jesting  spoken  of.  Words, 
like  people,  are  known  by  the  company  they 
keep.  Here  filthiness  and  foolish  talking 
describe  coarseness  and  ribaldry  and  indi¬ 
cate  that  the  jesting  here  is  of  that  charac¬ 
ter.  For  this  reason  the  prohibition  of  it  in 
the  Bible  ought  to  be  made  clear  and  em¬ 
phatic.  Somehow  filthiness  of  speech  com¬ 
monly  takes  the  form  of  a  jest;  only  in  this 
way  is  it  made  to  pass  among  people  making 
any  pretense  to  respectability.  It  is  true 
nlso  that  joking  gravitates  toward  coarse¬ 
ness  and,  unrestrained,  it  winds  up  in  ob¬ 
scene  speech.  Doubtless  among  the  people 
of  the  first  century,  lascivious  speech  and 
practices  were  all  but  universal,  and  it  was 
necessary  to  deal  with  the  situation  with 
sevority. 

Yet  even  in  our  day  there  are  reasons  for 
being  put  on  guard  with  reference  to  the 
habit  of  joking.  Some  men’s  minds  are  so 
constituted  and  their  habits  of  thought  and 
sjieech  are  such  that  a  jest  starts  them  on 
the  down-grade  and  one  joke  provokes  an¬ 
other,  each  one  being  a  little  more  salacious 
or  odorous  than  its  predecessor,  and  in  the 
average  group  the  jesting  becomes  coarse. 
Even  where  it  Joes  not  degenerate  into 
coarseness,  it  is  likely  to  become  a  dissipa¬ 
tion  and  a  disease.  The  danger  is  that  one 
gets  into  a  frame  where  everything  turns 
to  a  joke  and  life  is  robbed  of  seriousness 
ami  gravity,  just  as  the  stomach  of  a  dys¬ 
peptic  reaches  a  stage  where  everything 
sours  and  the  simplest  and  most  innocent 
diet  turns  to  poison.  Life  becomes  a  joke 
and  religion  a  jest.  There  is  a  point  where 
(he  sense  of  humor,  instead  of  being  a  sign 
of  mental  health,  becomes  a  symptom  of 
disease,  just  as  a  ruddy  complexion  may 
indicate  health  or  an  inward  fever.  A  bril¬ 
liant  eye  may  indicate  a  splendid  mind  or  in 
certain  circumstances  a  disordered  brain. 
It  is  sad  when  a  man  sees  only  the  funny 
side  of  everything.  Life  is  too  serious  a  bus¬ 
iness  to  be  turned  into  a  joke. 

The  following  is  the  text  of  the  prohibition 
amendment  to  the  United  States  Constitu¬ 
tion,  which  the  states  will  probably  have  the 
privilege  of  voting  on  soon:  “Section  1 
The  sale,  manufacture,  or  transportation  of 
intoxicating  liquors  within,  the  importation 
thereof  into;  and  the  exportation  thereof 
from,  the  United  States  and  all  territory 
subject  to  the  jurisdiction  thereof  for  bev¬ 
erage  purposes  are  hereby  prohibited.  Sec. 
2.  The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  en¬ 
force  this  article  by  appropriate  legisla¬ 
tion.”

Jesus 
yearns  for  the  simple  abandonment  of  faith 
that  fully  trusts  His  word  and  waits  not  for 
proof.  Faith  that  demands  proof  is  not 
faith;  it  is  the  very  contradiction  of  faith. 
That  is  real  faith  which  risks  its  all  for  time’ 
and  eternity  upon  the  simple  word  of  Jesus  ' 
It  is  the  inward  sense  of  truth  and  craving 
for  righteousness  which  finds  satisfaction  in 
Christ  alone.  The  proof  comes  in  the  wit¬ 
ness  of  the  Spirit  when  we  have  acted  wholly 
on  faith  in  his  word  of  promise  or  command.

Some  changes  have  taken  place  in  the 
management  of  the  Christian  Index,  the  wor¬ 
thy  Baptist  paper  of  Georgia.

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THE  HEART  OF  THE  OOSPEL  OF 
JOHN  FIVE  GREAT  WORDS 


J«hn  T.  Christian.  A.  M..  D.  D..  LL.  D. 

LOVE  OR  THE  FOUNDATION  AND 
FRUITAGE  OF  THE  BELIEVER. 


We  have  fallen  upon  a  great  passage  and 
a  great  theme.  That  passage  is  John  3:16, 
“For  God  ao  loved  the  world,  that  He  gave 
His  only  begotten  Son  that  whosoever  be- 
lieveth  in  !Iiin  should  not  perish,  but  have 
everlasting  life.”  The  theme  is  love.  Lu¬ 
ther  rails  this  verse  the  Little  Gospel,  or  the 
Little  Bible.  For  the  whole  gospel;  yea,  the 
whole  Bible,  is  condensed  in  these  words. 
On  the  tiny  retina  of  the  eye  is  <  pictured 
a  wide  extended  landscape  in  the  minutest 
details — mountains,  rivers,  forests,  fields, 
eifit's  villages  Peter  Bales  in  the  days  of 
Queen  Elisabeth,  wrote  the  whole  Bible  in 
so  small  a  space  that  it  could  be  enclosed 
in  the  shell  of  a  common  walnut.  In  our 
day,  I  am  told,  that  the  whole  Bible  has  been 
photographed  on.  thin  plates,  so  that  alto¬ 
gether  it  would  make  a  package  as  large 
only  as  a  fair  sized  pea.  So  the  whole  Bible, 
the  whole  gospel,  the  whole  scheme  of  re¬ 
demption,  is  condensed  in  the  few  words  of 
this  verse.  This  verse  is  said  to  be  the  best 
thing  ever  put  in  human  speech.  It  is  in¬ 
finite  riches  contained  in  a  little  room.  It 
is  richer  than  the  Treasure  Room  in  the 
Tt*wer  of  London ;  or  the  Salon  care  of  the 
Louvre. 

Prof  Drummond  says,  “Love  is  a  com¬ 
pound  thing;  Paul  tells  us  it  is  like  light. 
As  you  have  seen  a  man  of  science  take  a 
beam  of  light  and  pass  it  through  a  crystal 
prism  broken  up  into  its  component  colors 
-red, and  blue,  and  yellow  and  violet,  and 
orange,  and  all  the  colors  of  the  rainbow  < — 
so  Paul  passes  this  thing,  Love,  through  the 
magnificent  prism  of  his  inspired  intellect, 
and  it  comes  out  on  the  other  side  broken 
up  into  its  elements.  And  in  these  few  words 
we  have  what  one  might  call  the  Spectrum 
of  Isive.  the  analysis  of  Ijove.  Will  you  ob¬ 
serve  what  its  elements  are?  Wilt  you  no¬ 
tice  that  they  have  common  names,  that  they 
are  virtues  which  we  hear  about  e^ery  day ; 
that  they  arc  things  which  can  be  practical 
by  every  man  in  every  place  in  life;  and  how 
by  a  multitude  of  small  things  and  ordinary 
\  irtues  the  supreme  thing,  the  lummum  bo- 
num,  is  made  upf 

“Light  is  something  more  than  the  sura 
of  its  ingredients — a  glowing,  dazzling,  trem¬ 
ulous  ether.  A  love  is  something  more  than 
all  its  •dements,  a  palpitating,  quivering, 
sensitive,  living  thing.  By  synthesis  of  all 
the  colors,  men  can  make  witnesses,  they 
cannot  make  light.  By  synthesis  of  all  the 
virtues  men  can  make  virtue,  they  cannot 
make  love. 

“As  every  lovely  hue  is  light, 

So  every  grace  is  love.”  (The  Greatest 
Thing  in  the  World.) 

John  presents  two  aspects  of  love.  The 
first  is  that  love  is  the  fundamental  reason 
assigned  in  the  divine  economy  for  the  sal¬ 
vation  of  men;  and  the  second  is  that  the 
love  of  the  believer  finds  its  principal  fruit¬ 


age  from  the  love  of  the  Christ.  One  or  the 
other  of  these  aspects  of  love  is  found  in 
every  reference  in  the  gospel  of  John. 

1.  Love  is  the  fundamental  cause  of  the 
salvation  of  men.  Men  are  saved  because 
God  so  loved  the  world  as  to  give  His  own 
Son  for  their  salvation.  Men  do  not  love 
God,  but  God  loves  men.  This  love  manifests 
itself  in  the  death  of  Jesus  Christ. 

Some  critics  have  insisted  that  John 
makes  but  little  of  the  death  of  Christ,  but 
everything  of  His  life.  They  say  that  we 
are  saved  by  the  life  of  Christ  and  not  by 
the  death  of  Christ.  While  the  first  three 
gospels  make  much  of  the  death  and  resur¬ 
rection  of  Jesus,  John  takes  up  his  time  dis¬ 
cussing  the  life  of  Jesus — especially  that 
mystical  life  which  the  believer  obtains  from 
union  with  the  Logos  or  the  Person  of  Christ. 

This  statement  is  more  specious  than  ac¬ 
curate.  It  rests  upon  a  mistaken  viewpoint 
of  the  gospel  of  John  and  the  purposes  of 
his  argument.  It  is  a  fact  that  the  first 
three  gospels  begin  with  the  birth  of  Jesus 
and  work  up  through  his  temporal  life  to 
the  tragedy  of  the  cross,  and  the  glory  of  His 
resurrection.  They  thus  approach  a  glorious 
climax.  They  say  but  little  in  the  early 
chapters  about  the  death,  except  now  and 
then  an  allusion  to  heighten  the  effect.  ‘They 
save  all  for  the  great  scenes  of  Calvary. 
This  is  the  natural  historical-  method.  This 
is  justified  by  the  facts  in  the  ease. 

John  however,  assumes  no  such  stand¬ 
point  in  his  gospel.  The  purpose  of  his  book 
is  not  a  historical  delineation  of  the  life  of 
Christ.  He  presents  a  historical  argument 
to  prove  that  Jesus  Christ  is  the  Son  of  God 
so  that  men  may  believe  upon  him.  He  pre¬ 
sumes  that  the  facts  of  the  life  of  Jesus  are 
perfectly  well  known;  and  he  chooses  such 
details,  some  of  them  recorded  in  the  other 
gospels,  some  of  them  out  of  his  own  knowl¬ 
edge,  some  of  them  from  the  mouth  of  com¬ 
petent  witnesses,  as  would  strengthen  his  ar¬ 
gument  and  confirm  his  thesis.  His  object 
was,  therefore,  entirely  apart  from  the  object 
of  the  other  three  evangelists.  He  states 
in  the  very  first  chapter  the  sacrificial  char¬ 
acter  of  the  death  of  Jesus,  and  illustrated 
it  throughout  the  entire  gospel.  The  height 
of  his  argument  is  not  the  tragedy  of  Cal¬ 
vary.  but  a  proof  of  the  deity  of  Jesus  Christ. 
His  is  a  historical  argument  illustrated  by 
historic  narrative.  He  lays  down  a  premise 
and  arrives  at  a  conclusion.  The  want  of 
an  understanding  of  this  great  fact  has  caus¬ 
ed  some  critics  to  limp,  and  has  been  the  oc¬ 
casion  on  their  part  of  a  want  of  a  true  un¬ 
derstanding  of  the  gospel  of  John.  Many 
commentators  havq  complained  that  John, 
without  any  sense  of  order  has  too  frequent¬ 
ly  referred  to  the  death  of  Jesus. 

The  abundant  life  in  the  gospel  of  John 
pre-supposcs  that>  Jesus  died  for  the  sins  of 
the  world.  The  life  of  Jesus  depicted  by 
John  means  far  more  than  the  biography  of 
Jesus.  It  means  the  complete  sacrificial  of¬ 
fering  of  Jesus  for  sin  and  the  consequent 
eternal  life  through  union  with  Christ  by  be¬ 
lieving  in  Him.  There  is  no  contrast  between 
the  life  and  death  of  Jesus  in  the  writings 
of  John,  for  life  includes  all  that  Jesus  does 
for  the  salvation  of  men.  Never  for  a  mo¬ 


ment  does  John  ignore  the  substitutionary- 
work  of  Jesus.  In  fact,  he  makes  as  much 
of  the  death  of  the  Christ.  Paul  not  except¬ 
ed,  as  any  writer  of  the  entire  Bible.  This 
is  true  in  his  gospel,  first  epistle  and  the 
Apocalypse. 

A  passage  from  the  Apocalypse,  “And 
from  Jesus  Christ,  who  is  the  faithful  wit¬ 
ness,  and  the  fii^t  begotten  from  the  dead, 
and  the  prince  of  the  kings  of  the  earth. 
Unto  him  that  loved  us,  and  washed  us  from 
our  sins  in  his  own  blood,  and  had  made  us 
kings  and  priests  unto  God  and  his  Father; 
to  him  be  glory  and  dominion  for  ever  and 
ever.  Amen”  (Rev.  1:5-6).  This  carries  us 
at  once  to  the  heart  of  the  subject.  The  love 
of  Christ  is  permanent  and  unchanging,  and 
John  thinks  of  it  as  such;  and  the  demon¬ 
stration  of  it  rests  upon  the  fact  that  he  has 
washed  us  in  his  own  blood.  The  blood  of 
Christ  was  the  ransom  price  which  he  paid 
for  our  liberation.  Sin,  or  rather  sins,  held 
men  in  bondage;  and  from  this  degrading 
servitude  Christ  purchased  their  freedom  at 
no  less  a  cost  than  his  own  life.  It  is  not  an 
undefined  good  will,  it  is  the  love  revealed 
in  this  dear  bought  emancipation  of  the  sin¬ 
ful*.  which  inspires  the  doxology,  “to  him 
that  loveth  us.”  Redemption,  it  may  be 
said,  springs  from  love  and  yet  love  is  a 
word  we  do  not  know  the  meaning  of  till  it  is 
interpreted  to  us  by  redemption  (Denney, 
The  Death  of  Christ,  244.  New  York,  1903) 

Without  quoting  other  passages  from  the 
Apocalypse,  we  may  piece  together  the  var¬ 
ious  lights  which  the  Revelation  casts  on  the 
death  of  Jesus:  (1)  That  death  is  regarded 
as  a  great  demonstration  of  love  (1 :5).  (2) 
It  is  a  death  that  once  for  all  achieved  some¬ 
thing — washed  us  from  our  sins.  There  is 
a  finished  work  in  it.  (3)  It  is  a  death  that 
has  an  abiding  power  (v.  6).  (4)  The  abid¬ 
ing  power  is  exercised  in  this,  that  it  en¬ 
ables  men  to  be  faithful  to  Christ  under 
persecution,  to  sutTer  with  him  rather  than 
to  sin  (12:11).  Christ  Himself  was  a  martyr, 
and  the  typical  Christian  is  a  martyr,  too. 
To  be  a  martyr  is  to  furnish  the  decisive 
proof  that  the  abiding  power  of  Christ’s 
blood  is  being  exercised  over  one’s  life.  (5) 
The  blood  of  Christ  does  something  once 
for  all — in  breaking  the  bond  which  sin 
holds  us  by,  and  in  bringing  us  into  such  a 
relation  to  God  that  we  arc  a  people  of 
priests — and  does  something  progressively, 
in  assuring  our' gradual  assimilation  to  Je¬ 
sus  Christ  as  a  faithful  witness. 

One  grand  passage  is  quoted  out  of  the 
l-’irst  Epistle  of  John.  It  has  in  it  many  of 
the  terms  of  and  might  find  a  fit  place  in  the 
gospel  of  John:  “If  we  say  we  have  fellow¬ 
ship  with  him,  and  walk  in  darkness,  we  lie. 
and  do  not  the  truth ;  but  if  we  walk  in  the 
light,  we  have  fellowship  one  with  another, 
and  the  blood  of  Jesus  Christ  His  Son  eleuns- 
tth  us  from  all  sin.  If  we  say  we  have  no 
sin,  we  deceive  ourselves,  and  the  truth  is 
not  in  us.  If  we  confess  our  sins  He  is  faith¬ 
ful  and  just  to  forgive  us  our  sins,  and  to 
cleanse  us  from  all  unrighteousness”  (1  Jno. 
1  .6-9 

When  we  turn  to  the  gospel  of  John  the 
death  of  Christ  is  illustrative  in  a  great  va¬ 
riety  of  ways.  It  seems  to  turn  a  peculiar 
Significance  in  John.

If  a  number  of  children  of  God  live  in  a 
community  where  no  such  church  is,  they 
should  organize  such  a  church.

At  noon  wc  spread  the  lunch,  and  this 
hour  was  made  exceedingly  pleasant  by  hav¬ 
ing  with  us  our  dearly  beloved  pastor,  whom 
the  Baptists  of  Ilaxlehurst  think  the  great¬ 
est  preacher  in  the  South. 

The  afternoon  program  was  conducted  by 
Mrs.  J.  T.  Coney  and  Mrs.  Clara  Pitts.  We 
were  ready  for  all  the  good  things  they  had 
in  store  for  us. 

The  topic  of  the  mountain  schools  was 
turned  over  to  Mrs.  I.  N.  Ellis,  who  has

In  the  ehapel  the  seats  are  as  close  to¬ 
gether  as  possible  hut  there  was  no  room 
for  invitations  to  be  issued  to  the  twenty- 
two  married  women  students  to  come  to  the 
7  o’clock  talks,  each  evening  while  I  was 
at  the  school.  In  this  chapel  on  the  Friday 
evening  there  the  graduation  of  Miss  Jessie 
Mayfield,  of  Missouri,  took  place.  Mrs.  Mc- 
Lure  and  the  student  body  dressed  in  pure 
white,  and  to  me  was  granted  the  honor  of 
presenting  the  diploma,  after  which  the  sen¬ 
iors  rose  and  sang  the  Training  School 
chant,  “He  will  give  Ilis  angels  charge  over 
thee.”  In  this  ehapel  the  next  night  an¬ 
other  heuutiful  occasion  took  place  when  the 
student  body  organized  itself  into  eight 
teams  to  raise  ‘‘$250  for  the  enlargement 
fund.  Since  May,  1914,  less  than  three 
years  ago,  the  students  have  raised  $1,800. 
Oh,  that  their  zeal  may  quicken  ours! 

On  Saturday  and  Sunday  afternoons  of 
the  Training  School  week  I  went  to  the 
Good  Will  Center,  where  I  attended  the 
story  hour  and  Sunday  School.  It  was  also 
my  joy  to  he  at  its  Thursday  night  prayer 
meeting.  Each  of  these  three  gatherings 
was  well  attended  in  spite  of  the  hitter  cold. 
To  one  little  tot  who  came  without  any 
wrap.  Miss  Leacham  gave  a  warm  blue  coat. 
Her  face  wreathed  with  smiles  and  the  other 
children’s  delight  in  her  warmth  were  ex¬ 
pressive  to  me  of  the  interest  shown  by  the 
neighborhood  people  in  the  center,  and  their 
gratitude  for  its  kindness  to  them. 

As  I  think  of  the  two  weeks  spent  in  this 
Kentucky  work  my  heart  is  full  of  gratitude 
to  the  state  workers ;  to  the  Training  School 
faculty  and  student  body;  and  to  the  hos¬ 
tesses  and  audiences  which  inudd  the  meet¬ 
ings  possible.  Through  the  entire  time  there  - 
was  heard  no  murmur  of  discontent  over  the 
inconveniences  at  the  Training  School,  no 
disapproval  of  the  big  undertakings  now 
before  th^  Union,  but  on  all  sides  was  there 
the  desire  to  help  and  to  know  how  to  ren¬ 
der  the  largest  service. 

Following  Roanoke,  there  were  three  days 
spent  in  Richmond  in  conference  with  Mrs. 
•James.  Most  of  the  time  was  given  to  a  dis¬ 
cussion  of  the  annual  meeting  program,  the 
\V.  M.  U.  resolutions  and  the  topics  for  the 
1918  January  and  March  weeks  of  prayer. 

Too  much  publicity  cannot  be  given  to  the 
fact  that  by  April  30,  the  Union  must  raise 
$168  734  to  complete  its  apportionment  for 
the  Bible  fund,  home  and  foreign  missions 
and  the  Margaret  fund.  During  this  fourth 
quarter  last  year,  $157,995  was  raised  for 
these  four  objects.  Thus  it  will  he  seen  that 
the  ideal  now  before  us  is  $10,739  in  excess 
of  last  year’s  gifts  for  similar  work.  This 
undoubtedly  calls  for  believing  prayer  and 
careful  planning. 

Recently  two  denominational  leaders  have 
entered  into  their  heavenly  reward:  Dr. 
Edgar  Folk,  president  of  the  Sunday  School 
Board,  and  Dr.  J.  I’.  Stuart,  missionary  to 
Italy.  In  each  of  these  the  Union  had  a 
loyal  friend  and  we  join  with  the  denomina¬ 
tion  in  giving  thanks  for  their  abundant 
lives  May  their  loved  ones  be  comforted 
and  may  th£ir  work  go  forward.

MY  WORK.

I  was  with  Brother 
Marlon  Breland  at  Black  Jack 
church,  Neshoba  county,  the  fourth 
Sunday  In  February; 

The  first  Sunday  In  March  was 
with  Brother  R.  L.  Breland  at  Rock 
Branch  and  Beulah  churches,  New¬ 
ton  county.  The  weather  was  ex¬ 
ceedingly  bad  and  but  few  came  out. 

The  winter  has  been  so  bad  that 
I  could  not  get  out  among  the 
churche®  as  I  wanted  to.  The  work 
needs  to  be  pushed  In  many  places 
as  the  Interest  In  our  mission  work 
Is  very  poor  In  many  places.

ought. 

I  verily  believe  that  this  Is  one  of 
the  reasons  that  the  Lord  has  sent 
these  disasters  upon  our  country. 

If  this  Is  true.  Is  not  this  a  tlinfl  I 
when  the  Lord  Is  going  to  put  as  to 
the  test?  Our  contributions  thi^ 
spring  will  largely  show  how  rauchl 
or  how  little,  these  disasters  hav^ 
done  In  bringing  us  up  to  a  faithful 
discharge  of  our  duty  In  giving  to 
the  Master's  work.  If  It  does  not 
make  us  more  liberal.  It  will  make 
us  more  courteous. 

These  things  will  draw  us  nearer 
to  the  Lord  In  every  good  word  and 
work,  or  will  drive  us  from  Him.

That  leaves  267,000  white 
people  In  the  city  to  be  rearhed  with 
the  pure  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  and 
these  1,400  Baptist  church  members 
have  the  task  of  reaching  with  the 
pure  gospel  of  Christ  the  295,000 
people,  but  we  ran  do  this  it  we  go 
at  It  in  the  right  way. 

III.  The  Evangelization  of  the  City. 

The  only  way  we  will  ever  be  able 
to  make  the  city  a  Baptist  city  In 
the  future  Is  by  placing  a  Bible 
school  In  reach  of  every  child  In  the 
city.  If  this  had  been  done  twenty- 
live  years  ago  It  would  be  a  Baptist 
city  today  in  the  predominating  in¬ 
fluence. 

The  only  way  we  will  ever  be  able 
to  evangelize  the  foreigners  In  the 
city  of  New  Orleans  and  the  coast 
cities  is  by  having  the  converted  for- 
eignerp  to  become  evangelists  to 
their  own  people.  This  is  the  ex¬ 
planation  of  the  success  of  our  work 
on  the  foreign  fields  of  late  years. 

But  these  foreigners  need  special 
training  for  this  work  among  their 
own  people  here,  just  the  same  as 
the  ministers  of  our  own  people  need 
special  training  for  their  work.  We 
have  been  trying  to  do  this  work 
with  Americans  and  untrained  for¬ 
eigners.  We  must  change  this  policy 
to  a  more  practical  and  effective  one. 
We  must  reach  the  foreigners  with 
the  gospel  by  using  their  own  native 
people. 

Our  forefathers  saw  the  need  of 
special  training  for  our  ministers  and 
established  the  Southern  Baptist 
Theological  Seminary.  The  good 
women  saw  the  need  of  special  train¬ 
ing  for  our  women  missionaries  and 
established  the  missionary  Training 
School  In  Louisville.
